He lived on the Grecnbrder River and evidently had a smaller farm in the 
Hills, the land along the river must have beon part of his father's land 
and he called this The Plantation. His will was probated in Augusta County 
court in 1831, in which he provides* "That land be sold and the proeeeds 
used to educate his children." Another clause in his will was, "I desire 
that my rifle gun be kept for the entire use of my plantation." 

He was a member of the first court to sit in Pocahontas county 
and his presence at the August term of court in 1822 bears this out. He was 
a close neighbor and friend of Major Jacob Warwick, of Cloverlick.
